His plans 
were successful. The Ogovo he found 
navigable and that the space between it 
and the northern branches uf the Congo 
could bo easily traversed by a coiuuuiti 
road or railroad. Hu planted villages, 
luado treaties with chiefs along the route 
and raised the French llag on tho north 
bank of the Congo. Then ho wont to 
Franco and w.ia well ruooivod, the Paris 
Eoard of Trade urjjing that ininiediate 
advaht^e bo taken of' his disco vcrios. 
But Stanley who has returned also, dis- 
clainiB De Krassa's treaties with the 
natives, and asserts his own route is 
nearly identical with that of tho 
French explorer. He says he carried a 
steamboat passed the rapids and actually 
put land in cultivation on tho route. But 

4iLf is .olaimed. that DcBrasaa a-oiite is 
•shbrtor.'and if his countrymen back him 
ho can complete a continuous route by 
tho Ogovo and its watersheds long before 
.Stanley's w:igon road from the navigable 
waters of the Congo to tho soa can be 
liniahod. This is the jist of tho matter 
in dispjtto, and as tho French govcrn- 
meni^Ts ambitious and iioworful Ijolgiuni 
could only remonstrate. Stanley theie- 
fore may probably have his labor for his 
pains, and bo obliged to console hinisoli 
by uUeriiig his services to the Clorinan, 
the English or the Portuptese who have 
all ninro or less u linger in tho pie of 
.■African discovery and appropriation. 
France, however, so far has. laid the 
heaviest hand on Africa and will be innrc 
impatient of what .she will deem an in- 
trusion on her own territoi >■ near the 
Gaboon. The railroad which will con- 
nect the Senegal with. the Niger is pro - 
uressing rapidly, and Fort St. Louis, at 
the mouth of the Senegal, will soon have 
an open hitshuay to 'I'in^buctoo. Ilcr 
grasp has been lirmly closed on Algiers 
and Tunis, and .she is not likely to ignore 
tho advantages of DcDrassa's discuvorio.'i 
if they can bo turned to practical account.

Tho attention of tho seareher.s was lirst 
attrai-tctl by hut [)i)1oh .^tiokhig out of the 
snow, I 'upon seeing those the party ad- 
varu-od a few steps, anil saw a hand reacli- 
ing out vt the snow, whicU'afterwarda 
proved to be DoLong's. 

Tho rest of a party then discovered tho 
remains of a fire near thum and evidences 
that tho unfortunate men had been trying 
to reinovu their efl'ects with tlje supposed 
view of reaching the banks of the river. 
MolviUo said thoy evidently rocogiii-zed 
tho fact that if tlioy died near the bank 
of tho river their bodies would be carried 
away by Hoods. 

Melville o.'caminod DeLoiig's journal, 
found near where his body lay. Tho bo- 
dies were all fro'^en to the ground, but as 
soon lis discovered were"pried up, rolled 
togotlier and covered wiih a tent cloth. 
It was found when Ambler's body was 
turned over, that he clutehod DoLong's 
pistol, From this Alclvillo drew the in- 
ference that DcLong died before Ambler 
and that the latter had taken tho pistol 
to keep oil animals. 

Melville gavo directions to havo the bo- 
dies taken out of tho snow and placed in a 
hut near by. Ho also directed those re- 
moving tho bodies to bo very careful to 
preserve any articles found on their per- 
sons. 

PiiovinnNi'i;, ];. I., Nov. 21. — .-V fire 
occurred this morning in tho Callondor 
building, a brick structure aitimtod be- 
tween Saloin and Covo slroeta, which re- 
sulted in a serious loss of lifo. Tho build- 
ing was four stories high and occupied 
mostly by jewellery shops. The fire ori- 
ginated in tho middlu of tho building or. 
the third lloor caused by tho ignition of 
a ton gallon can of naphtha. 'J'ho room, 
filled with light, inll.-tmiiiablc clothes, was 
next to the stairway, and before a word 
of warning couhi be given, csf-po by tho 
stairway was out otj' by tho flames. 

Oit the fourth floor wore forty opera- 
tives, criually divided asi to sex. When 
the ll.imo.-i swe|)t up through liie lloor tlie 
euiployoi's made a rush for tho windows. 
There was no lire escape on the building. 
Jnni. across the alluywiiy, about fiftcun 
fiiot wide, at the end of the Callender 
building, was a two-atury wooden struc- 
ture. 'J'ho imj>riHoned rushed for tho end 
of tho building fronting on this tilluy, and 
thou a ptuiic oUHUed. Tho roof of tiit- 
ftoodoii building was about twenty foot 
bulow the window sills where the excited 
girls were congregated. Persons in tho 
roar crowded and pushed those in the act 
of jumping, and many fell short. Others 
wore injured by being jumped .upon, after 
they reached tho roof. 

The dead are Enuna Oassol, aged i.';^, 
and lii'ssio Cabboth, who struck tho 
ground butwooii the two buildings and 
died in a few minutes. 

'The injured are Mary iMcSorloy, who 
juinpod from tho window and fell on a 
picket fence, terribly injui-eJ and cannot 
stirvive; Mury Ifiirloy, Ueliii Uossot, Em- 
ma Mathewsun, Mrs, Jolinson, Mrs. Cud- 
dy, all young womoii and all probably fa- 
tally injured. Some were taken to their 
homos and others were carried to the 
Rhode Island hospital in an ambulance. 
Thus. Mann fell short of tho two story 
building; he bounded against it and fell 
to tho ground. His injuries are one arm 
and log broken. A man luimoil Smith 
fell to tho ground and was badly hurt. 
iMary Davis jumpod from ilio roof and 
liad a le;.; broken. < !eo, (Jriuit, of J()sc[ih 
(irant it Co., jowollora, jumpod from ilio 
fourth lloor window to tho niof of the 
wooden building and had his leg broken. 
Goo. Clarke, employed by Joseph Grant 
it Co., saw tho firo and tried in vain to 
extinguish the flames. Failing in it he 
had to run for hia life, and iiiing from a 
toloplione wire until the firo department 
airivod. A ladder raised iindor him 
proved five feet too short, and a fireman 
mounlod to tho top and caught the woi-k- 
iiian in his ai'ms. The loss on the build-' 
ing and stock is 8100,000;'
